•‘There shall be neither slav ery nor 
inv olu ntary serv itu de within the State 
oitherwise than for the pu nishment of 
crimes, whereof the party shall hav e 
been du ly conv icted. No indentu re of 
any negro or mu latto, made and ex ­ 
ecu ted ou t of the bou nds of the State, 
shalltbe v alid within the State." 
This Clau se reads as if the neigh­ 
boring States of Ohio, Illinois, Ken­ 
tu ck y , Michigan and 
others 
were 
slav e holding States and that when 
the slav es escape from those States 
and seek refu ge in 
Indiana, 
there 
shall be nothing in the law by which 
their owners 
in 
the 
neighboring 


S ta te s can recov er them here. 


It goes back ¡to the day s of Uncle 
Tom's cabin. 
One can 
almost >ee 
Eliza ru shing across the ice from 
Milton. Iv y ., to Madison, Itwl. 
Stand­

Reports from the Speedway indicate 
that the crowd which will witness this 
great motoring spectacle will nu mber 
more than 15 0.000 persons. Indications 
of this are taken from the fact that 
more reserv ations for s^ats hav e been 
made three months in adv ance of the 
ev ent than for any other contest ev er 
held in America. Adv ice has been re 
ceiv ed from many of the larger cities, 
inclu ding New York, Philadelphia and 
Boston, that the au tomobile clu bs will 
tou r to Indianapolis to attend, and 
block reserv ations for seats to accom­ 
modate them hav e been made in many 
Instances.

HAUNTS THE HORN

The Phantom Ship T h at Shows 
Itself Near the Cape. 


IT IS REALLY A HUGE RUCK. 


Bu t to Vessels Passin g T h ro u g h th e 
Strait o f Le Maire It Ap p ears to Be 
a Bark Ru n n in g Un d er Sh o rt Sail. 
Oth er Ro ck Sh ip Fo rmatio n s. 


The “phantom ship“ seen in the v i­ 
cinity of Cape Horn is, as has been 
prov ed by the inv estigation of v ariou s 
hy drographic bu reau s, nothing more 
or less than a rock which u nder cer 
tain atmospheric conditions bears a 
deceptiv e resemblance to a ship. 
Very often v essels coming from Eu ­ 
rope to the west by way of Cape 
Horn hav e been startled to see what 
appeared to be a derelict with the 
w ater washing ov er her deck. 
If the 
sailors were of an imaginativ e tu rn 
they wou ld inv est the u nknown ship 
with ghostly q u alities and call her the 
Fly ing Du tchman or sometimes the 
“ghost ship” of Le Maire. from the 
strait of that name, where she was 
u su ally seen. 
One of the stories which hav e been 
longest remembered is that of the ill 
fated Crown of Italy , which sighted 
the su pposed derelict and su bseq u ently 
went ashore. The Crown of Italy was 
standing close to the jagged black 
rocks at the entrance to the strait of 
Lq 
Maire 
when 
she sighted 
what 
seemed 
to be a 
waterlogged bark 
drifting on the rocks of the strait. 
Many other ships rou nding the Horn 
hav e seen a sim ilar apparition, and the 
v ariou s 
hy drographic offices of the 
world hav e receiv ed many reports to 
that effect. 
Some y ears ago the Norwegian bark 
Serv ia got into Seattle with the tale 
of a phantom ship that almost ex actly 
corresponded to that giv en by the 
Crown of Italy . The second officer of 
the Norwegian v essel declared that he 
had seen a derelict with sails set and 
decks awash drifting in throu gh the 
strait. 
It was this report that led ou r 
gov ernment officers to make pu blic the 
declaration that the phantom ship was 
nothing bu t a combination of rocks 
and shadows. 
The nu merou s reports of derelicts or 
ghost ships alway s appearing in the 
same place led ev en the Argentine 
gov ernment to look into the matter. 
A tender was sent ou t from the near­ 
by lighthou se with the object of mak­ 
ing an inv estigation, and it was fou nd 
that the apparition was du e to a 
strange freak of natu re. 
Among the 
black jagged rocks that 
line both 
sides of the strait of Le Maire there 
is one in particu lar which, u nder cer­ 
tain atmospheric conditions, bears a 
deceptiv e likeness to a ship. 
The 
formation of the rocks and the shad­ 
ows they cast combine to produ ce the 
effect of a bark ru nning u nder short 
sail. 
The passage throu gh the strait of 
Le Maire is not often made. Steamers 
shorten the rou te by going throu gh 
the strait of Magellan, while sailing 
v essels u su ally prefer to be entirely on 
the safe side by going still farther 
sou th and rou nding the Ilorn itself. 
Only u nder the most fav orable condi­ 
tions of weather do they slip throu gh 
the strait of Le Maire on the ou tward 
trip, going toward the sou thwest, bu t 
nev er when bou nd for the north. 
For 
this reason many old sailors hav e 
nev er met the ghost ship or the rock 
ship. 
Those who hav e seen it giv e a mi 
nu te description of the rock and testify 
to its striking resemblance to a ship 
It seems to l>e standing head on, point­ 
ing to the sou th and low in the water. 
The sails are shortened as they wou ld 
be in w hat sailors call half a gale. 
The whole formation Is v ery dark, as 
if the hu ll were painted black and the 
sails weather beaten. 
It has three 
m asts and is higher on the fore than 
on the main. Upon coming on the side 
of the v essel the illu sion v anishes and 
the whole thing resolv es itself into a 
conglomeration of black rocks. 
The 
perpetu al fog of these regions helps, 
of cou rse, to befu ddle the v ision. 
The rock looking like a ship is by no 
means a rare natu ral formation. Al­ 
most ev ery sailor has seen one in some 
part of the world. In the Clipperton 
islands there is a great white rock 
looking like a three m asted schooner 
leaning on the wind with her roy als 
set and the su n shining on her white 
sails. 
Abou t six or sev en miles west of 
Honolu lu there is a rock known as 
French 
Frigate rock 
becau se once 
u pon a time a French frigate went 
ashore on it. 
The cliffs looked so 
mu ch like a ship that the frigate was 
deceiv ed and thou ght she was meeting 
another v essel. 
St. Fau l island, in the middle of the 
Atlantic, is said to look v ery mu ch like 
a ship when approached from a certain 
direction, bu t it is a place that mari­ 
ners prefer to giv e a wide berth.—H ar­ 
per’s Weekly .

are recorded on the registration day s. 
The ex penses of this registration is 
paid out of the county treasury the 
same as other election ex penses are 
paid. 
The law os passed is 
known as 
Senate bill N. 6. One of the first pro­ 
v isions is that the changing of any 
precinct boundary lines must be doqe 
at the March session of the board of 
commissioners instead of the J une 
session, as is now the law. 
Each precinct is g iven a reg istra­ 
tion inspector, who is appointed by 
the commissioners, this appointment' 
being made at the April term of the 
board of any y ear when the election 
will be held in November 
following . 
Two reg istration clerks are also ap­ 
pointed, their appointment being rec­ 
ommended by the chairmen of the 
two political parties casting the hig h­ 
est number of votes at the preceding 
g eneral election. 
These recommend­ 
ations are made to the precinct in­ 
spector and the latter individual ap­ 
points the clerks so recommended. 
Blanks and a reg istration book are 
furnished by the county auditor. 
The first 
reg istration day is in 
May , the 118 th day preceding such 
g eneral election. The second reg istra­ 
tion is in Septemebr, the six tieth day 
before the election, and the third and 
last reg istration comes in October, 
twentv-one da vs before the election.

Bread and Dyspepsia. 
The conclusion that wheat bread is 
unfit for dy sp ep tics, sometimes jum p ­ 
ed at because ill effects are noticed to 
follow’ its use, is erroneous. 
On the 
contrary , it has been p ointed out by 
Bouchard and others that farinaceous 
food is p eculiarly adap ted to some dy s­ 
p ep tic p atients. 
It is the microbes in 
the starch which are cap able of p ro­ 
ducing irritating acids that cause the 
trouble. 
To av oid this Bouchard rec­ 
ommends that only the crust or toast­ 
ed crumbs of the bread be used by 
dy sp ep tics, p articularly those whose 
stomachs are dilated. 
The reason of 
this is ex p lained by the fact that bak­ 
ing temp orarily , though not p erma­ 
nently , arrests the ferm entation of 
do^gli. 
When It Is again heated by 
the warm th of the stomach the fer­ 
mentation is renewed. 
In cases where 
the bread is toasted brown through 
the ferm entation is stop p ed p erm a­ 
nently .- Family Doctor.

El Paso, Tex .. April 24.—The armis­ 
tice b etween the insurrectos and the 
federals ha3 b een ex tended for an­ 
other five days. The time dates from 
Sunday afternoon at 1:30. when Fran­ 
cisco T. Madero put his signature to 
the terms. 
Prior to that General 
Juan J. Navarro, commanding the fed­ 
eral troops in Juarez, had -already 
signed the document. The agreement 
provides that there shall b e no fight­ 
ing during the term of the arm istice 
and that each side will take no further 
steps to reinforce or construct fortifi­ 
cations while its term s are in opera- ^ 
tion. 
The insurrectos are to b e given per­ 
mission to take food for themselves 
and horses, also clothing from El Paso 
or Juarez without molestation. These 
supplies are to b e passed over the in­ 
ternational b ridges b etween El Paso 
and Juarez without payment of duty 
to the federal officials of Mex ico. The 
Mex ican officials are to have a right 
to search the supplies for arms or am­ 
munition, b ut agree not to molest any­ 
thing that is not ammunition or arms. 
The peace negotiations are to b e 
carried on from El Paso. Dr. Vasquez 
Gomez, in charge of the W ashington 
confidential agency of the insurrec­ 
tionists, is ex pected to come here at 
once. The Madero family is now here 
and Osc^r Braniff and Esquivel Ob re- 
gon, congressmen from Mex ico City, 
have b een here for several days rep­ 
resenting President Diaz, their person­ 
al friend. 
The senior Madero, father 
of the reb el chieftain, and Rafael Her­ 
nandez, are close friends of Finance 
M inister Jose Yves Limantour. 
Madero has set up housekeeping in 
a little adob e hut near the El Paso 
b rickyards. A few minutes after sign­ 
ing the arm istice 
Madero said his 
friends and others who are engaged 
in the peace negotiations will continue 
their work in an effort to draft term s 
suitab le to b oth sides, precedent to 
disb anding the insurrecto army if any 
agreement is reached. 
All the peace advocates are jub ilant. 
The father of the insurrecto leader, 
Messrs. Ob regon and Braniff, unoffi­ 
cial 
commissioners 
from 
President 
Diaz, and others interested in peace, 
ap p ear to b elieve that a b asis has b een 
reached on which there can b e a set­ 
tlem ent. 
Nothing is said here of the 
rep ort that Madero m ust b e made vice 
president of Mex ico in case of the con­ 
clusion of hostilities, and very little 
credence is given it. 
It is understood 
that the peace term s will include the 
pledge of the present Mex ican cab inet 
that all reforms recommended b y Gen­ 
eral Diaz in his last message will b e 
carried out in good faith and that am ­ 
nesty will b e granted to all men in the 
army who will go to their homes in 
peace. 
Having faith that the army will 
soon b e disb anded, lab or contractors 
are b eginning to arrive here to hire 
men for railroad work. One man, who 
‘'hires thousands of men every month, 
b elieves he will b e ab le to place sev­ 
eral thousand men on railroad work 
In the United States in a few days. 
Railroads and mining men in Mex ico 
are anx ious to get men. 
Farms and 
ranches throughout Mex ico need men. 
and it will not b e a month until all 
-will have employment if they want it 
if the army is disb anded.
